Rationing Proves 


Aid to Attendance 


At Desert Museum 


The Palm Springs D esert M u­ 
seum has, in the past m onths of 
gasoline rationing and curtailed 
travel, averaged a higher daily 
attendance and elicited greater 
interest than at any other tim e 
in its previous existence. 
These facts were brought out 
in a report m ade by Sam D. H in­ 
ton, director of the institution, 
at a recent m eeting of the board 
of directors. In view of the vague 
doubts held by a few in regard 
to the M useum’s continued value 
to the comm unity in w ar-tim e, 
the report was received w ith con 
siderable gratification 
by 
the 
board, whose confidence in the 
cultural and practical advantages 
offered by the M useum has re ­ 
m ained unshaken even in these 
trying times. 


ATTENDANCE GAINS 


According to Mr. Hinton, the 
average daily attendance at the 
Museum has been 53.3 persons 
up until January 1, as against 
49.7 average for last year. 
Total attendance has been 2310. 
Only a relatively sm all portion 
of this increase may be ascribed 
to the presence of service m en; 
for the most part, it has been 
due to those townspeople and 
visitors who, presum ably, have 
discovered th at the village offers 
much of interest th at they over­ 
looked in the days w hen gaso­ 
line and ru b b er w ere to be had 
for the asking. 
Exhibits in the past, as w ell 
as the current one on desert in ­ 
sects, have attracted a great deal 
of attention, and th e questions 
asked have kept D irector H in­ 
ton in fine fettle, m uch in the 
m anner of a prize-fighter who 
rem ains at a peak of training 
(if such gentry ever do. At any 
rate, Mr. H inton does). 


DIFFERENT STORY 


In the m atter of field trips, the 
picture becomes a bit different. 
The problem appears to We to 
arouse sufficient interest in the 
breasts of incipient hikers to p er­ 
suade them to join th e Museum 
group; once they have made the 
break they are uniform ly enthus­ 
iastic, and often come back for 
repeats. 
Service m en, who are invited 
to participate free of charge, have 
been a little shy. This is not the 
spirit, and these m en are as­ 
sured that picking ’em up and 
laying ’em dow n on a Museum 
hike is a far cry from doing it 
under the 
w atchful 
eye of a 
tough drill sergeant.

If he finds them 
all usable and none in need of 
repairs or replacem ent, he w ill 
w rite th at on your inspection cer­ 
tificate, the little paper which 
you got when you registered for 
your “A” book. If, however, any 
of your tires need replacem ent 
w ith new ones because the tire 
is w orn beyond the point w here 
it can be safely “recapped” or 
“retreaded”, he w ill then furnish 
you w ith a “T ire A pplication” 
blank form, a supply of which 
is now to be found fo r use (not 
casual 
distribution) 
a t 
all 
in ­ 
spection stations. 
You w ill fill out a lot of spaces 
on three pages of this 8x10 form, 
he w ill fill out the designated 
spots for his tire condition re ­ 
port and the last page is for use 
of th e Tire Panel of your local 
R ation Board. 


HOW IT WORKS 


W hen the tire m an has finish­ 
ed your report and signed it, he 
m ay have indicated th a t you have 
three tires w hich are in good 
condition, one w hich is “beyond 
rep air” and one “recapable”. 
So off you now m arch to the 
R ation Board office. If you have 
only an “A ” book and it is reg­ 
istered in Palm Springs, you need 
not go further for documents, 
but if you hold a “B ” or “C ” 
book obtained 
elsew here, 
you 
b etter first find out w hether you 
m ust apply for them w here you 
got your Rations. O r m aybe you 
are in the Army and stationed a t 
a 
desert 
station, 
though 
your 
fam ily lives here. R ecent changes 
in this phase of rationing need 
to be looked into. 


THEN YOU WAIT 


H ow ever your case 
may 
be 
straight and uncom plicated. You 
go to the Ration B oard and there 
file your application for the tires 
o r recaps which the inspectors 
states you need. So w hat? Well, 
the nex t step w ill be waiting. 
The local Tire P an el (volun­ 
teers you know — and unpaid 
volunteers rem em ber) meets on 
M onday and Friday of each week; 
usually in the afternoon. They 
then consider 
the 
applications 
w hich have come in since the 
last meeting. 
The regulations prescribe how 
they shall dole out th e certifi­ 
cates for tires. A fter w restling 
w ith the needs as show n on the 
applications, 
and 
getting 
the 
“w orstest” at th e top of the pile, 
w ith most essential A rm y and 
D efense w orkers duly consider­ 
ed, this panel now tries to fit 
th e needs into th e “Q uota”. 


THE BURYING GROUNDS 


T hat word “Q uota” is the bury­ 
ing ground of countless hopes. 
L ast month the “Q uota” or share. 


assigned by the pow ers th at be, 
to the local area, fgjl short by 
several hundred tires, of m eet­ 
ing the needs. So you see w hat 
you are up against. The panel 
cannot issue certificates beyond 
its quota and the quota is not 
nearly large enough to supply the 
need so som ebody has to take 
a back seat. Ju st who? Of course 
there are alw ays some folks who 
believe th at you have to have 
some sort of pull to get your 
share in m atters like this. How­ 
ever, it m ay be said in all hon­ 
esty that your local tire panel, 
as 
a 
part 
of your 
Rationing 
Board, is an im partial group. Po­ 
sition, w ealth, standing or repu­ 
tation have nothing to do w ith 
tire issues. The facts m ust speak 
for them selves. The m ost essen­ 
tial users, according 
to 
rather 
clear definitions issued by Gov­ 
ernm ent, get the 
first 
assign­ 
ments, followed by others of an 
equal esscntialness or standard, 
governed in this case by tim e of 
filing of applications, and in this 
regard the panel has all appli­ 
cations m arked not only w ith the 
day of receipt, but 
w ith 
the 
clock-time of the day, so th at 
if several applicants w ere equal 
in elligibility and need, tim e of 
filing would clearly establish who 
would get the issues if there w ere 
not enough to go around. 
Just at this tim e of reporting, 
unless the Jan u ary allotm ent or 
quota is increased, the chance of 
getting tires or tubes is alm ost 
nil, since the entire January Quo­ 
ta has been doled out to needy 
applicants. It is hoped some more 
tires, or at least recap releases, 
will be assigned by the Los A n­ 
geles headquarters for local use 
during the rest of the m onth, but 
that rem ains to be seen. Drive 
carefully, pick up nails, glass, bits 
of metal, sharp rocks and other 
tire-cutters, w herever 
you 
see 
them to help yourself and others 
m ake your tires last longer. In 
I the m eantim e do not 
drive 
a 
single mile you can avoid, for the 
more your local board sees of 
the rubber situation, the more 
serious it becomes. To w in this 
w ar we sim ply m ust m ake our 
rubber last and last and last-—• 
until we get an assured supply— 
some distant day in future—so 
that m eans ru n less and less. It’s 
hard to believe, but true. 
Oh! Yes. A bout th at tire ap­ 
plication of yours. W hat happen­ 
ed to it? If th e tire panel m an­ 
aged to fit your need into the 
quota supplies they then m ake 
out a certificate known as OPA 
Form R-2-revised. 
This 
again 
consists of four pages on letter 
size yellow and blue paper. P art 
of it is for you — p art of it is 
for the dealer to whom you go 
for your tire o r two, or perhaps 
recapping service and p a rt of it 
finally goes back to the Board. 
No — the R ation Board does not 
sell tires — it does not have any 
tires in its possession — it does 
not tell you who has them in 
stock nor w hat m ake or kind you 
are able to obtain. Like any ra ­ 
tioned comm odities 
the 
Board 
only authorizes you to buy — it 
has no recom m endations to make. 


THEN YOU GO OUT 


Since you are lucky enough 
now to have the right to go out 
and buy one of the most precious 
articles in the world, a tire or 
tube, or recap in a w orld of 
dim inishing ru b b er — in a w ar- 
torn world in w hich 98 per cent

WAR PRODUCTION BOARD 


AMENDS NATURAL GAS ORDER 


W hat this amended Limitation Order 


now m eans to gas heating u s e r s . . . 
T 


h is o r d e r , known as L-31, was issued last February by the War 
Production Board. It was designed to make the most effective 
possible use of our country’s natural gas facilities for the duration of 
the war. For this reason it limited the use of gas for heating homes 
by placing certain restrictions on the installation and use of certain 
kinds of gas heating appliances. 
Here is a brief interpretation of the amended provisions which affect 
beating, but do not affect cooking, water heating, or refrigeration: 


1. Any house heating equipment 
which was eligible for use and was 
being used in a residence prior to 
November 30, 1942 (effective date 
of the change in the Order) may be 
continued in use. 
2. Additional gas heating equipment 
may no longer be installed. (For­ 
merly, under the Order, "minor” or 
"auxiliary” gas heaters could be 
added.) 
3. Worn-out gas heating equipment 
may be replaced by new equipment 
of the same type and of no greater 
capacity than the old equipment. 
However, for example, "central” gas 
heating equipment, such as a furnace, 
cannot be installed to replace indi­ 
vidual room heaters, as it would be 
of a different type. (Sale of new 
heating appliances is limited by other 
GovernnAental Orders, and your 
heating dealer should be consulted, if 
you plan to purchase.) 


4. Use of gas heating in new houses 
is further restricted. Under the for­ 
mer Order, gas heating equipment 
could be used in "restricted new 
houses” (those started after March 1, 
1942) if such use was incidental to 
the use of other fuel for heating, or 
if the occupant owned and used the 
gas heating equipment at a former 
location. Under the amended Order, 
however, NO gas HEATING appli­ 
ances can be installed or used in restricted 
new houses, unless they were installed 
and eligible prior to November 30, 
1942. 
5. Installation of ineligible gas heat­ 
ing equipment, as well as its use, is 
prohibited by the amended Order.

Any motorists caught with No. 
3 coupons left when the change 
went into effect today, were just 
out that much gasoline.

I night yesterday, January 21. 
The eight No. 4 coupons en­ 
title motorists to 32 gallons of 
gasoline at the present allotment 
of four gallons per coupon which 
prevails on the West Coast. 
EIGHT MILES DAILY 
_ Since these No. 4 coupons ex- 
Ppire on March 21, motorists have 
- 58 days in which to use these 32 
gallons. The government figures 
drivers should get 15 miles to the 
gallon. So autoists holding A 
books know they may drive 480 
miles in 58 days or an average 
of about eight and a quarter 
miles per day. 
“By careful driving motorists 
will probably get more than 15 
miles per gallon,” said William

Plans for Victory 


Corps Explained 


Before Students 
Conditioning and training pre­ 
paratory to early induction into 
war services, was the theme of 
an address by Stanton Griffing, 
local American Legion enthusiast, 
given before students of Palm 
Springs High School in an as­ 
sembly held Thursday morning, 
January 14. 
After explaining what the high 
school victory corps is and how 
such corps are being organized 
and conducted in high schools 
the country over, Mr. Griffing 
proposed a plan for adoption here 
in which military drill in some of 
its elementary forms could be 
offered during part of the time 
ordinarily devoted to physical 
education programs. He explain­ 
ed that the Victory Corps pro­ 
gram is followed in order to 
train high school students for 
induction into war services. Par­ 
ticipation in this program orients 
students with 
the 
different 
branches of the armed services 
also, he pointed out. 
LISTS QUALIFICATIONS 
The speaker listed four quali­ 
fications necessary to member­ 
ship in the H. S. V. C. as follows: 
(1) the enrol lee must engage in 
an intensive program of physical 
fitness and health, (2) all en- 
rollees 17 and over must partici­ 
pate in courses in first aid, (3) 
members must be registered for 
military drill if they are boys, and 
(4) each member must engage in 
some type of community war ser­ 
vice.Mr. Griffing declared that Na- 
ziism was forced upon the world 
scene as a result of people want­ 
ing to burst the bounds set up 
by nationalistic restrictions erect­ 
ed to protect economic progress. 
He advocated tolerance and fair- 
play for all peoples and coun­ 
tries on the part of the victors 
in the present struggle and plead 
for eternal vigilance and pre­ 
paredness to stamp out future 
signs of aggression. 
MUST BE REVIEWED 
Mr. Griffing’s proposal for spe­ 
cific courses in elementary mili­ 
tary drill in the local high school 
was taken under advisement by 
the school administration. 
Because of difficulties encoun­ 
tered in attempts to institute a 
similar program during the school 
year 1941-42, Principal E. E. Oer- 
tel said today any plans formu­ 
lated for military training in the 
high school would have to be 
carefully reviewed by the Board 
of Trustees before any first steps 
were taken in the direction of 
adding such an activity to the 
curriculum. 


Second Half of School Year Begins 


With New Regulations in Effect 


Half of the current school year is over. The second semester 
starts Monday, January 25, and with the new term come new rules 
and regulations formulated by the faculty and presented and ex­ 
plained to students in a special counseling period on Monday of 
this week. 
The new rules are designed ♦ 
to promote scholarship and citiz­ 
enship and are based on experi­ 
ence acquired during the first 
semester. More regular and un­ 
interrupted attendance in regu­ 
lar classes is the objective of most 
of the regulations just published. 
THE NEW RULES 
Chief among these are the fol­ 
lowing: 
1. No student will be excused 
from the classroom except in 
emergency unless he is given a 
written permit or an official pass. 
2. An unexcused absence from 
class on the part of a student 
in attendance at school on a giv­ 
en date (a “cut”) will result in 
at least double the regular un­ 
excused absence penalty. Parents 
will be notified by telephone or 
by personal call on second of­ 
fense. 
ON MAKE-UP RULES 
3. The prevailing rules govern­ 
ing make-up period will be con­ 
tinued. Students are reminded 
that as long as they have any 
time to make up they must make 
up this time daily unless excused 
in advance. Each failure to do so 
adds another make-up period to 
the total. 
4. “Cutting” an assembly will 
result in a penalty of two make­ 
up periods. Students who do not 
wish to attend assemblies may, 
if they make arrangements in 
advance, study in room 10 under 
supervision 
during 
assembly 
time. 
CLASS WORK ONLY 
5. In the future no regular 
class time may be used to con­ 
duct or prepare for extra-curri­ 
cular activities unless such activi­ 
ties are class projects conducted 
under the direct supervision of 
the teacher of this class and are 
approved by the office for ex­ 
ecution during the regular school 
day, of which 7th period is not 
a part. 


6. Students who in the future 
give trouble during assembly pro­ 
grams may be subject to specific 
seat assignments, which assign­ 
ments will be in force for the 
remainder of the semester. 
7. No food or candy will be 
sold to students in the cafeteria 
before or after lunch hour. 
REPORT AT ONCE 
8. Students sent to the office 
from a classroom because of poor 
conduct must report to the of­ 
fice immediately and remain 
there for the remainder of the 
period. There is an automatic 
penalty of at least one make-up 
period for each such visit to the 
office. After three such visits par­ 
ents are summoned and suspen­ 
sion from class or school is im­ 
minent. When teachers send stud­ 
ents to the office for discipline, 
the reasons for exclusion from 
class should be given to the of­ 
fice personnel either verbally or 
in writing on the permit-to-leave- 
the-class form. These reasons are 
kept in a special file in the of­ 
fice and the cumulative written 
reports will be available in the 
event of a conference with par­ 
ents or guardians. 
9. Unexcused absence from 
school will hereafter result in a 
total loss of credit for the time 
missed, unless work is made up. 
Such loss of credit must be re­ 
flected in permanent grades and 
grade units. 
MUST EARN WAY 
10. Students who do not make 
reasonable efforts to work up to 
capacity will be given “F” grades 
consistently hereafter by order 
of the administration of this 
school. Wc wish to announce 
plainly and emphatically that it 
will not be our policy to pass 
or graduate students from this 
time on who do not actually earn 
their way. This policy will apply 
irrespective of length of time in 
school, age of student, and grade 
level placement.

Moderation, Health and Public Morals 
Improved In Nine Years Since Repeal 


Nine years after repudiation of 
prohibition the nation can count 
a gratifying trend toward modera­ 
tion and" an Improvement of public 
health and morals, according to a 
survey of authoritative statistics 
assembled to mark the anniversary 
of repeal of the 18th Ammendment 
In 1932, the last full year of Pro­ 
hibition, the crime rate was 1,645 
per 100,000 population. Nine years 
later, the Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation reported the gradual de­ 
crease In c r i m i n a l cases bad 
reached 1,581 per 100,000. 
The U. S. Public Health Service 
says we, as a nation, are healthier 
than ever before. A report of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com­ 
pany, issued at the end of the third 
quarter of 1942, states the year-to- 
date death rate for its many mil­ 
lions of policyholders is 7.4 per 
1,000—an all-time low. 
Government sources report that 
the health of the Army is also bet­ 
ter than ever. The rate of Army 
hospital admissions for alcoholism 
for 1940, latest year available, was 
2.7 per 1,000—a drop of 76% since 
the peak prohibition year of 1922 
when the rate was 11.6 per 1,000. 
Reports from the Census Bureau 
show that the death rate from alco­ 
holism 
baB decreased more than 
50% since its prohibition peak In 
1928 and in 1941 was 1.9 per 100,000 
population. 
The National Safety Council re­ 
ports that deaths from traffic acci­ 
dents measured a g a i n s t motor 
vehicle mileage declined 33% since 
1926. 
The records of social and moral 
Improvements, compiled from offi­ 


cial sources by Brewing Industry 
Foundation, Include a Federal re­ 
port for 1941 showing that bootleg­ 
ging seizures were reduced 73% 
since 1929; arrests by F e d e r a l 
agents down 61%. 
Among the scientific findings re­ 
ported In the authoritative medical 
publications are the following: 
“There is no clinical or pharma­ 
cologic evidence that would suggest 
that alcohol alone ever produces 
heart disease.”— Dr. Paul White, 
Harvard Medical School. 
“There is abundant evidence that 
alcohol alone does not cause cir 
rhosis of the liver.”— Dr. James 
M. Beazell and Dr. Andrew C. Ivy 
of t h e Northwestern University 
Medical 8chool. 
“Our findings indicate that beer 
in reasonable amounts Is essential­ 
ly non-intoxicating.” — Dr. H. W. 
Haggard, Yale University, in the 
New England Journal of Medicine. 
Research has concluded that al 
coholism is a symptom, rather than 
a cause of mental and other ills 
and education in moderate living 
and self-control are being used in­ 
creasingly to combat it. 
The favorite excuse of immoder­ 
ate drinkers that they had only a 
"few beers"— no matter what they 
drink—has been exploded by use 
of scientific testing s t a n d a r d s 
adopted by the American Medical 
Association. 
The brewing industry’s nation­ 
wide moderation program has also 
provided cooperation with law en­ 
forcement authorities to maintain 
proper conditions in places where 
beer and ale are sold.
